The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrion 1. Jesse D. Searles, of Juneau county, Ste- Commission-
phen J. Carpenter, and Zachariah Kipp, of Wood county, **
and David R. Clements, of Portage county, are hereby
appointed commissioners, o lay out a State road from
the place of Jesse D. Searles, in Juneau county, to the Route-
city of Stevens Point, in Portage county, by the way of
Point Bauss and Centralia, in Wood county.

Skc. 2. Said commissioners shall be entitled to such Compensation
compensation only as may be determined by the board of
gsupervigors of the counties through which the road may

ass : Provided, however, that no part of the expense of
aying out and establishing said road shall be paid out
of tho State treasury.

Skc. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
